Named  Nomo 
Cage  Coach 

Richard  “Dick”  Buckridge,  a 
1953  Northwest  State  College 
graduate,  will  return  to  his 
alma  mater  for  the  fall  term  as 
basketball  coach.  He  replaces 
Marion  Moss,  ’Cat  cage  coach 
for  the  past  five  years. 

The  appointment  of  Buck¬ 
ridge,  which  has  been  strongly 
rumored  for  the  past  several 
weeks,  was  made  Monday 
by  the  board  of  regents  at  its 
April  meeting  and  announced 
by  Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  college 
president  that  afternoon. 

Buckridge,  who  was  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Maryville  High  in  the 
late  40’s,  has  been  at  William 
Chrisman  High,  Independence, 
Mo.,  as  cage  coach  for  the  past 
six  years. 

During  that  time  his  teams 
posted  a  142  won,  45  lost  rec¬ 
ord  and  during  three  .years 
earlier  as  coach  at  Maryville 
high,  his  cage  teams  marked 
up  a  53-18  record  and  his  foot¬ 
ball  teams  in  two  years  won  15 
while  losing  three. 

Buckridge  was  an  MIAA  all 
star  in  1951-52  when  he  played 
basketball  here  and  he  won 
the  1952-53  sportsmanship 
award. 

He  is  g  native  of  Burlington 
Jet.  and  his  parents  are  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Gus  Buckridge. 

He  is  married  to  the  former 
Miss  Martha  Ingels,  daughter 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bill  Ingels, 
Maryville.

The  Los  Angeles  Dodgers 
may  upset  our  predictions,  but 
they  folded  in  the  stretch  last 
year,  so  we’ll  stick  with  the 
Redlegs. 

San  Francisco,  like  many 
other  pennant  winners,  will 
drop  to  third,  maybe  fourth, 
depending  upon  St.  Louis  and 
Pittsburg. 

The  Cardinals  and  Pirates 
are  greatly  improved  over  last 
year,  but  then  again,  that  may 
not  mean  too  much.  The  Cards 
have  the  power  to  go  all  the 
way,  if  their  pitching  jells.  The 
Pirates  could  surprise,  but  are 
weak  in  several  spots.
